Weinstein case may be catalyst to shout: ENOUGH!

“Who’s next?” isn’t the only ques- 
tion around the table this Thanksgiv- 
ing after the fall of Harvey Weinstein. 
There’s also “Why now?” 

Why did the Weinstein case start a 
landslide of sexual harassment accu- 
sations and admissions, when allega- 
tions involving other famous men — 
Clarence Thomas, Bill Clinton, Bill 
Cosby, Roger Ailes, Bill O’Reilly, Don- 
ald Trump — did not? 

A recent Wall Street Journal poll 
found that almost half of women had 
experienced “unwelcome sexual ad- 
vances or verbal or physical harass- 
ment at work.” Last year, a federal re- 


port concluded that 75% of employees 
with such complaints didn’t voice 
them, especially when sex was in- 
volved. Instead, they avoided the ha- 
rasser, denied or downplayed the grav- 
ity of the harassment or tried to “ig- 
nore, forget or endure’ it. 

They were afraid. 

Why that fear has eased, bringing 
the problem out so suddenly, fre- 
quently and publicly, is a tougher 
question. 

“I can’t explain how these things get 
started,” says Brian Balogh, a historian 
at the University of Virginia’s Miller 
Center on Public Affairs. “But this is a 
real moment.”

Acting on reports that TripAdvisor 
deleted accounts of rapes, blackouts 
and other injuries and deaths among 
travelers vacationing in Mexico, the 
Federal Trade Commission is looking 
into the company’s business practices, 
according to a letter sent Friday to Sen. 
Tammy Baldwin, D- 
Wis., who urged the 
agency to take action. 

“The Commission 
has a strong interest in 
protecting consumer 
confidence in the online 
marketplace, including Steve 
the robust online mar- Kaufer 
ket for hotel and travel,” 
wrote Maureen Ohlhausen, acting 
chairwoman of the FTC. “When con- 
sumers are unable to post honest re- 
views about a business, it can harm 
other consumers whose abilities to 
make well-informed purchase deci- 
sions are hindered and harm business- 
es that work hard to earn positive re- 
views.”

Gasoline prices are finally edging 
downward as the effects of Hurricane 
Harvey and other disruptions begin to 
wear off, providing some relief for 
motorists for the Thanksgiving travel 
season. 

Although gas prices on the holiday 
are still likely to be the highest in three 
years, it’s tough not to be thankful, 
given the supply turmoil. 

And because the travel organization 
AAA projects the busiest Thanks- 
giving travel season since 2005, it’s 
also impeccable timing for gas prices 
to be falling. 

Consumer information app Gas- 
Buddy projects a national average 
price of $2.53 for the holiday, marking
